Walking On the Water 



Last night I was reflecting on the story of Matthew 14 where Peter 
walks on the water to Jesus. Once again I am reminded of how much 
of the Bible is allegorical as well as literal. 

But straightway Jesus spake unto them, saying, Be of 
good cheer; it is I; be not afraid. And Peter answered 
him and said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto thee 
on the water. And he said, Come. And when Peter was 
come down out of the ship, he walked on the water, to go 
to Jesus.

I was marveling at the faith Peter showed by getting out of that boat, 
and walking on the water. Then I felt God was showing me that as Christians we all have our 'walking on water' 
experiences. Every time we exercise faith despite circumstances we are in effect 'walking on water'. Every time 
we adamantly refuse to fear when we are attacked in our mind. 

But when he saw the wind boisterous, he was afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried, 
saying, Lord, save me. And immediately Jesus stretched forth his hand, and caught 
him, and said unto him, O thou of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt?

Why did Peter sink? While he was focusing on Jesus he was able to walk on the water. It was when he started 
to focus on the high winds and choppy waves that his faith faltered and he began to sink. We are living in fearful 
times. It is natural to fear, it makes perfect sense to fear. But God wants us to look at Him, not at the 
circumstances. God wants to know: When fear surrounds you, and circumstances are beyond your control, are 
you going to trust him, or your lying eyes? 

Also keep in mind we are only human and subject to weakness. God wants us to trust Him in any circumstances, 
but in your darkest hour if you falter in your faith He will be there to lift you up, just like Jesus did for Peter.
